LOWER SUNDAY RIVER 
SCHOOL HOUSE — NEWRY 


The present Sunday River School 
House, which was then known as 
District 1, was built in 1895, The 
Branch Schoo] House on Bear Riv- 
er was built the same year. At that 
time there were six schools in 
Newry, two on Sunday River and 
four on Bear River. That year 
$700 was raised to build and re- 
pair school houses. At a Special 
Town Meeting in December of that 
year, an additional $450 was rais- 
ed to complete the buildings. 


Records show that for the school 
year ending in February 1898, 
Maenette Littlehale taught at. Sun- 
day River, District 1, during the 
spring term, with nine pupils. 
Dan Smith taught the winter term 
with 11 pupils. Both were paid 
$3.50 per week and paid $2 per 
week for board, As in‘all- the oth- 
er schools in town, one teacher 
taught all eight grades,

Work missed due to illegal 
absence cannot be made-up without the approv- 
al of the Principal. Students must complete all 
make-up work within the allotted time, or they 
will receive a zero for the work they missed.

4, Lateness-to-School 


Students who are late for school must report 
directly to the office for a tardy. slip. Students 
who miss an entire class due to lateness will 
be reported as cutting class, and will be dealt 
with accordingly. (See #8 below). After three 
latenesses to school, the student’s parents will 
be notified by phone or by letter, and the 
student will be assigned to detention. Habitual

5. Late-to-Class

8. Cutting Class

BICKFORD !S CAMPAIGNING 
FOR COUNTY SHERIFF POST 

Norway resident William C. 
Bickford announces the start of his 
campaign for the office of Sheriff 
of Oxford Ceunty. Bickford, a 20 
year veteran of the Maine State 
Police, feels there's an immediate 
need for reorganization of the 
current sheriff's department. Cit- 
ing his reasons, Bickford says at 

the present there is no chain of 
command, something that is es- 
sential to every onganization. 

In 1978, present Sheriff, Alton 
Howe, stated that if re-elected, he 
would establish. a 3800-hour 
in-service program for al] mem- 
bers of his department as well as 
any other interested law enforce- 
ment officers. According to Bick- 
ford, this promise has not been 
fulfilled and the feels that there’s 
a vast need for an ongoing train- 
ing program to keep both full and 
part-time officers updated on all 
phases of law enforcement. 

Direct supervision of patrols is 
another mveak (point of the Howe 
administration; Bickford feels pa- 
trols should be beefed up and not 
cut back during holidays as is the 
current practice. 

Consistent follow-up of eriminal 
investigations is another area that 
Bickford feels is tweak uhder 
Sheriff Howe’s administration and 
that all complaints received by 
the sheriff's office merit investiga- 
tion, both minor and major in na- 
ture. 

The internal operations of the 
county jail are also at fault, ac- 
cording to Bickford, in that the 
supervision and handling of pri- 
soners is lax, Pointing to instances 
of in-cell vandalism of new facili- 
ties and attempted escapes, Bick- 
ford feels a shake down of pro- 
cedures and management would 
intensify security and protect and 
preserve taxpayers’ property. 

In the area of budget, closer ac- 
counting for expenses is a must 
in order to stay within the county 
budget and even save taxpayers’ 
money in many instances. 

In opening his campaign, Bick- 
ford is seeking the support and 
interest of all Oxford County res- 
idents. Bickford says it is in the 
interest of all coutity residents to 
change and strengthen the law en- 
forcement of the county and he 
contends that only a change of 
sheriff will achieve that,
